Sculpting Dough Mixture 


Ingredients Directions 
1 cup all-purpose flour Cook all ingredients, except 
1 cup water coloring, stirring constantly. 


4 cup salt When well mixed, form a large 


ball, put on wax paper and 


1 tablespoon of oil knead to remove lumps. 


2 tablespoons cream of tartar 
P Knead in color if desired, 


(optional) food coloring careful not to get food coloring 


on skin. Store in plastic bags.
